As the President for gold reasons 


bis expunged "offensive partisanism" 
from the list of offenses displeasing to 
the Administration, and "pernicious 
activity" in favor of 'the gold trust is 
commended at the. White House, Sec- 
retary Carlisle is at a loss bow to pro- 
ceed in the campaign in Kentucky. If 
be speaks in favor of the single gold 
standard it .will be in the interest of 
the Republicans and he cannot endorse 
the silver heresy by advocating the 
election of Hardin, who is a pronounced 
silver man. He is not yet certain 
whether the time baa arrived for him 
to throw off all disguises and come oat 
sqaarely for the Republicans. To do 
that might solidify the silver men in 
the Democratic ranks and result in 
solid silver delegations from the West- 
ern and Southern States to 
the 


National Conventions. It is therefore 
probable that he will not take the 
stump in Kentucky daring tbe cam- 
paign as he can plead as an excuse that 
he is very busy endeavoring to keep 
the gold reserve in the treasury in 
tact. 


There is really no difference between 


the Democratic and ^Republican plat- 
forms in Kentucky. Both declare for 
the gold standard; both are opposed to 
Negro equality in public places and 
both are opposed to Force bills. There 
is a difference, however, between the 
candidates on the two tickets. Bradley, 
the Republican 
nominee, proclaims 


from every stand that he is in favor of 
the single gold standard and maintain- 
ing onr credit abroad. Hardio, the 
Democratic nominee, though standing 
OB a gold platform, declares for free 
coinage and prosperity at home. If 
Carlisle says anght it will be for the 
gold standard and must therefore help 
the Republicans, and as he does not 
care at this stage of the game which 
the sold trust is playing to show bis 
hand, he will probably keep away from 
Kentucky until after election. 


To this complexion has it come at 


last that John 6. Carlisle, Secretary of 
the United States Treasury under a 
so-called Democratic Administration, 
cannot say a word in favor of tho finan- 
cial policy of that Administration in 
the State of Kentucky without helping 
the Republican candidates for Oov: 
ernor and United States Senator. Yet 
there are men so completely befogged 
in the mists of partisanism, that they 
believe there is a difference in the two 
old parties because one is called Repub- 
lican and the other Democratic.

If 
theGtozrtfe editor is trying to find out our 
lowest sales he must hunt some other 
source of information or experiment 
for himself, although it makes very 
little difference to me whether he be- 
lieves me or not, or whether the 
Chicago market is good or bad, as I am 
going out of the business this fall. I 
am not one of Mr. Fulton's friends, and 
consequently can not raise sheep in 
Nevada.

Canning, and not Crobcr, was tho 


first to nse'ia English politics the -word 
conservative in its present sense, and 
too long, lias Thackeray's "Mr. Wen- 
ham" (Disraeli's "Mr. Rigby") had iho 
credit -which belougs to a far more bril- 
liant man. The general assumption bas 
been that the term was earliest employ- 
ed in Tho Quarterly Eoview for January, 
1880 
(No. 83, page 270), in an article 


which h;w been commonly said, but upon 
ao specified authority, to have been 
written by Croker, brit its trno first nse 
was five years and a half previously. 


On Juno 8, 1824, 51 dinner was given 


to Georgo Hibhert, the chairman of the 
West India Merchants of London, by the 
members of that body, and several of the 
loading ministers tlien serving nnder 
Lord Liverpool, the Tory premier, were 
present. In the coarse of tho proceed- 
ings, says a contemporary account, "an 
observation which fell from Mr. Can- 
ning was that tho spirit of the present 
government, as that of all goverriments 
ought to bo, was essentially conserva- 
tive. " 


This appeared in John Bnll of Jane 


IS, 1 824 ( page 198), and the apt word was 
so obviously remarked that it was itali- 
cized. Years passed, and Canning had 
died before the word is again to be met 
in English politics, bnt on March 14, 
1829, 
Charles Qreville noted in his dia- 


ry that "Berries told Hyde Villiers that 
their (the Tories') policy was conserva? 
five, that of the Whigs subversive, and 
that they never conld act together. " — 
'The Grevillo Memoirs," volume 1, part 
1, page 102.
